OF MEASLES AND 
MUMPS REPORTED 

-- Five cases of measles and several 
cases of mumps among village chil- 
dren have been reported, according 
to Dr. H. P. Beebe, village health 
ofllcer. 

Because of the peculiar nature of 
nicaslefl, an epidemic is difilcult to 
prevent as the disease 1b most con- 
tagious during the early stages before 
a rosb Is evident, Dr. Beebe said. 
.It Is also a dangerous and often fatal 
'disease, particularly If complications 
such as pneumonia develop. There 
were seven thousand deaths originat- 
ing with measles In the State of Illi- 
nois last year. 

Thus far, no deaths from measles 
have occurred In Antioch, and to prc- 
;vent such a happening. Dr. Beebe 
urges that all cases be reported Im- 
mediately and quarantine notices be 
strictly oltsedved.

Last fill the authorities at Washington put a code 
into clTect as an emergency measure to last, as we re- 
member it, until Jan. 1 of this year. Apparently that 
assertion was Jusc to get the people used to being dic- 
tated to. Anywjy, from time tu lime new codes were 
formed for the merchant, the manufacturer, hatcher- 
ies, barbers, etc., until everyone and their aunt are 
under some ctxle. 

Some weeks a>;<> a printers' code was put into effect 
after much wrangling. The code set the hours one 



could work and the wages to be paid the employes. 
And believe it or not, the owner of a printing office 
was not permitted to work in his own plant only a 
certain number of hours per week. Think of an Amer- 
ican citizen being told when he could or could not 
work in his own establishment — but that's the code. 

This week wc received what is termed a "Price De- 
termination Schedule'* from the code authorities. Like 
all such schedules, and cver>'thing else the various 
codes have done, it works a hardship on the little fel- 
low. If a firm is big enough to order $100 worth of 
printing, the schedule does not apply. In other words, 
if a big firm hail a job of printing, they arc enabled 
to go out and get bids and give it to the low bidder, 
but if a little merchant wants printing, the code sets 
the price the printer must charjje. There is one para- 
graph in the schedule, however, which may be a help 
to our patrons. It states that in otiices where there 
arc not more than three platen presses, that 20 per 
' cent o(T the schedule may be granted if the National 
Code Authority will grant it. Wc have made applica- 
tion for this reduction and if granted this privilege, 
our prices will be lower than in many offices. 

Personally we i}o not like the code. Wc believe a 
man should be allowed to work as many hours in his 
own place of business as he desires. Wc believe we 
should be permitted to price our product as low as 
possible and still have a fair profit. Wc believe if the 
government must arrest someone for a violation, it has 
a vast amount of material in kidnapers, bootleggers, 
gunmen, etc., instead of threatening business men, who 
are law abiding and only trying to make an honest liv- 
ing. — Saybrook Gazette.

Settling Disputes 

IT IS a strange thing that men 
ofton resort to strife first and 
reason afterwards In their efforts 
to settle dlaputea. Mlaunderstand- 
ings, Jealousy, envy, Bclf-Juatinca- 
tlon, and the like are corrected not 
through alrlte, but through reason 
and amicable agreement Wars are 
not a means of securing such an 
agreement; but after the use of bay- 
onet and gun iiae ceased, and reason 
begins to bring about peaceful rola- 
llona, then dinpuiua are acillcd. 

The ngee have furulahed hlatorlcal 
data which prove that material am- 
bUions and poaeeBslons afford no 
sound basis for peace, In either na- 
tional or personal relations. Matter, 
being limited In Its naturr, expresaes 
the belief of limitation In its every 
manifestation, lustuad of making one 
great, trual In mutter weakens one 
who relies upon It; and wliat this re- 
liance does to Individuals It does to 
nailona. One right thinking Individ- 
ual Is more valuable to world peace 
than mlillonn ol wrong thinkers. He- 
rerrlng to this Individual importance. 
Mary Bakei Eddy Ims written 
in "I'ulpit and I'resa" (p. 4): "You 
have simply to preserve a aclunUilc, 
positive sense of unity with your di- 
vine source, and dally demonstrate 
thlB. Then you will find that one Is 
as Important a luctor aa duodecllllons 
to being and doing right, and thua 
denionalratlDg delOc Principle." A 
little farther on sbe quotca, "One on 
Ood'a side la a majority/* . . . 

Aa the apokea of a wogon wheel 
get nearer the hub, they get nearer 
to each other: so la It with men; aa 
they get closer to God In thought, 
they get cloaer to one another. The 
divine plan la Impartial and blesaea 
all alike who obey Its lawa of action. 
Love does not grant special favora, 
nor realrlcl legitimate progresa; 
neither. doea It provide for such reg- 
ulatlona througli the material agen- 
cies commonly known aa Implemenla 
of warfare. The worda ot our Mas- 
ter, who came to fulfill the law, not 
to destroy, arc aa significant today 
as when they were spoken to Peter 
after he had drawn hIa sword and 
cut off the ear of the acrvant of the 
high priest: "Put up again thy aword 
into his place: for all they that take 
the aword shall perish with the 
sword." Then, as If in holy benedic- 
tion, he turned Peter's thought from 
matter to the infinite source of all 
good by aaking, "Thlnkeai thou that 
I cannot now pray to my Father, and 
he shall presently give mo more than 
twelve leglona of angels?" . , . 

Burlng the last quarter of a cen- 
tury was witnessed the most vicloua 
and widespread combat ever fought, 
and toJay Ihere Is a crying' need for 
assurances of peace, and a univer- 
sally acceptable basis for the settle- 
ment of disputes. Spurred on by what 
It calls national defense policies, the 
human race has become engaged In 
Iho provision of drastic material 
luethnds of self-preservation. 

But that which counteracts "all 
wVir* cornea from the divine Mind, 
not from the cannon's mouth. When 
anlniallty gives way to brotherly love, 
and trustworthiness takes the ptact 
of dependence upon bruth strength, 
the desire to rule one's neighbor 
through force or cunning ^lll cease 
It Is the nature of God's law to ele- 
vate, not suppress, the human race; 
to give life, and not to tak« it. His 
law holda universal Jurisdiction ovei 
■all points of equity, and HIa angels 
bestow all blessedncEs on those who 
obey Hfs law. Aa one becomes beltei 
acquainted with the denianda oi di- 
vine Mind, one begins to seltlf pei 
aonal disputes by first correcilnt; 
one's own thought. Starting with 
Qod. the source of ail Intelligencti 
and good, one may establish friendly 
relations with others, for there la 
but one common origin and basis of 
all harmonious action. 

Intelligence has already estab 
llahed an Impartial aud wholly prac 
tlcal answer to all questions; and 
when the entire tiuman family sub- 
mits to God's government, there will 
be no cause fur dlstruat. fear, oi 
strife, and there will be no unsettled 
disputes among men. Then will the 
prophecy of Isaiah be fuiniied, name- 
ly: "The mountain ot the Lord'r 
house shall be established In the top 
of the mountains, and shall be ex 
alted above the hills; and <til natlone 
shall flow unto It, . . . And the) 
shall beat their swords into plow 
shares, and their spears into prun 
Inghooks: nation shall not lift up 
aword against nation, neither shall 
they learn war any more," — The 
Vhristian Hcicnce Honitor.

To 
the world In general the word 
means the act of disarming, as by 
reducing the military or naval force 
ot nations. As the years pass. It U 
being learned that this tailing away 
or lessening ot a material sense ot 
power Is not In Itself capable of 
bringing peace. Yet Is not peace 
what the people of the whole world 
are sceklngT The realization of har- 
mony can never bo gained while the 
thoughts ot men are flUed with envy, 
hatred, and BUapIclon. It fear could 
be eliminated from Ibo thoughts of 
men. then the" host of evil beliefs, 
expressed In malice, Jealousy, and the 
Ulte, would disappear. 

Suppose the right way ot thinking, 
with the consequent blotting out ot 
thoughts of hate, should spread until 
for the whole human family all sense 
of hatred had been destroyed. What 
a change would have come over the 
world! Indeed, to disarm men of the 
ovll mode ot thinking would bring 
about the peaceful attitude of nations 
towards one another which people so 
much desire. 

As nations are aggregations of 
people, each Individual In the nations 
must disarm his own thought ot fear 
and hatred. This true disarmament 
Is not material, but spiritual. If we 
really desire to have no need tor 
arms, we must begin with ourselves 
and control our own thoughts. 

Those who have learned throush 
the teachings of Christian Science 
that man Is the reflection of divine 
Love, God. the creator ot all that Is 
real, must live consistently with this 
teaching. They must refuse to think 
or express thoughts which Include 
hatred. What will be the result? The 
love expressed In their thinking will 
be felt by all with whom they asso- 
ciate. 

For those who have the correct 
understanding of Truth, now, not to- 
morrow or next week. N the time for 
them to begin by right thinking to 

help disarm the world ot Its tears. 
One may say: "What good can mv 
thouijhis do for the world? I am only 
one standing against tho wides~pread 
belief In the power ot evil," Studying 
the llfe-e.xample of Christ Jtsua, we 
find that he was as one against the 
world. Were hia right knowing, right 
thinking, and right acting In vain? 
Are we truly his followers when we 
are not endeavoring to fulfill his mis- 
sion? Was not this mission to bring 
to light ptace. good will, universal 
love? The three years of his glorious 
healing ministry were filled by him 
In showing the world, for ail lime, 
how to disarm Itt^elf ot all error. As 
In the time of Jesus envy, hatred, 
and malice were aroused by his dem- 
onstrations of the truth, BO at this 
pL-riod, Mary Hnker Kddy writes 
(.Miscellaneous Writings, p. 131), 
"Error Is only fermenting, and Its 
heat hLss-Ing at the 'atlll. small voice" 
of Truth; but It can neither tllfiicc 
nor disarm God's voice."

Tlie counsel of 
the Jill-knowing .Mind can and will 
guidf men aright an ihey give up 
fcelf-wlll and surrender to Ood, Truth. 
"The thoughts of his heart" are 
thoughts ot peace. Are we llfttenlng 
to these spiritual thoughts or Ideai 
of peace and harmony, or are we be- 
lieving that hate and fear are Irresist- 
ible? It Is for each individual to 
answer arli:ht this vital question. —

neaplte Uio drouth and dry weath- 
er tho boautlea of Rardons arc not 
altogether extinct for this Bummor. 
Proparatlona -for tlio Lako Forest 
Garden Show arc being carried on 
with ae much enthusiasm na before. 
Perhaps more effort will bo ovrncod, 
for tho arid weather tricks offer a 
roal challenge this year to garden 
addicts. 

If tho homo Is equipped with run- 
ning water, with avallalilo hose for 
sprinkling tho garden, the problem 
Is slmplined. If not, new Is tho 
time to prepare for next year. 

Porennlala are planted from seed 
this year for blooming next year and 
many years thereafter. niennlala 
planted this year bloom next year 
and die; annuals bloom from seed 
V'he first year. Tho seed cost of many 
varieties Is surprialngly small. 

June, July and eariy August In this 
vicinity Ik tho period when most of 
the popular kinds of flowers should 
bo started from seed. A seed nur^ 
eery bed, about six feet square, from 
^hlch tho plants may be transplant- 
ed early In tbo fall, provldea a aafo 
^and easily .watered placo for germln- 
«tion and flrst growth, in a soil which 
Is not too rich. 

Seed Bed Reciuirements 
-^ Good drainatfo fs^most Important, 
and ,if not naturally available It may 
bo secured by placing a layer of cin- 
ders, stones or broken crocks In -the 
bottom of the seed bed after eight 
inches of tho soil havo been removed. 




Tho top four Inches of the soil In tho 
seed bod should bo light and spongy 
so that it will hold molHturo and not 
bake. Uao a mixture of one part 
B"od garden soil, one part biilldera" 
Band and one pan granulated peat 
of leafmold. Mix those thoroughly 
and run them through a quarter inch 
sieve.

It is most practical to enclose tho 
Hoed bed with a frame of rough 
fboards. held In an upright iwsltlon by 
foot length pegs. This frame acta as 
a protection from animals and makes 
it possible to shade tho bed eaally. 

Tho level of tho seed bed should 
bo from two to throe inches higher 
than that of tho outside ground. The 
soil wlihln should bo tamped down 
firmly and wet down two or three 
times with a (Ino spray prior to the 
planting of any seed to aasuro Its be- 
ing Arm enough to bring tho seed 
and soil in close contact. 

Seed for the rock garden as well as 
for the perennial border may be 
grown In thla same nursery. Tho 
list of perennial seed to be sown In 
Juno In a largo one and includes such 
popular species as Alyasum. Iberls 
(candytuft), Galllardia (blanket flow- 
er), Perennial Poppy, Saponarlu 
(soapwort), Aqullegla (columljinc), 
Cambanula (bell flower). Lupine, 
Veronica, and Coreopsis. 

Plant Biennials Later 

Biennials may also bo sown In 
June, but certain of them fare better 
if sown In the latter part of July or 
early Augiist, as too much growth la 
not desirable — It may encourage fall 
bloom, and also make the plants mora 
dlfllcuU to carry over tho winter. 
The group that should he withheld 
from^early planting Includes panalca. 
Bellls (English daisy), Digilalls (fox- 
glove), and Canterbury bell. 

These perennials do best If aown 
In tho fall: Adonia, Antherlcum. 



Asporula, Dicentra, Llatris, Eclilnops, 
Trolllus, Sldalcpn, and Oenothera, 

In BOwIng the seed, uso a straight 
stick to mark the rows nnd Its odgo 
may mnke tho actual depression that 
Is to form the row. Label each va- 
riety at the head of Its row and bow 
the seed thinly. Cover tho seed to a 
doplh twico their largest diameter. 
Vury One seeds need not bo covered 
at all. but gently pressed Into tho soli 
'with a block of wood. 

As the seedlings grow, you may 
water more heavily and less frequent- 
ly. At this time you may need a 
sub-nursery for transplanting. A bed 
similar to the flrst will he suitable 
—of good loam soil, well-drained. 
The plants should Imj lifted, and re- 
planted carefully In the now bed, and 
placed about six inches apart each 
way. Here they will remain until 
early fall lo ho then placed In the 
borders or beds where they are to 
bloom the following year. 

TliToughout tho entire life of the 
young plants, remember that quick 
soft growth Is to bo diacouraged- 
which means that foods too high In 
nitrogen should be used most spar- 
ingly. Stocky plants of firm texture 
are the kinds that will winter over. 
It is a smari practice to rcsorvo some 
plants of each variety right In tho 
bods after the remainder are planted 
out, 80 you may replaco those that 
may ho killed during the winter In 
the open ibcda.

In an effort to 
economize, have used unlabeled ace- 
tone removers put up by some drug- 
gists. These may cause the nails to 
look dry and whitish. Tho new 
"oily iwllsh remover" will cleanse the 
nail surface without making It ridged 
or dull. 

It Is well to check up occasionally 
on manicuring habits. (1) Always 
use polish remover, not polish Itself, 
lo take off olil polish. (2) Cleanse 
tips with cotton wrapped orange 
stick dipped In cuticle remover, 
( 3 ) With freshly wrapped orange 
stick, work cuticle back gently at 
base and sides of nail, (4) File natls 
to shape. (5) Put a touch of cream 
nail bleach under the nail tip. or use 
a nail white pencil. (G) Brush nails 
with soapy water. (7) Smooth off 
rough edges with Une side of emery 
board. (8) Apply liquid polish with 
even strokes, from moon to tip. (9) 
Wipe iwlish from tip with a bit of 
cleansing tissue and let polish dry. 
(10) Apply cuticle oil or cuticle cream 
around nail, massaging akin flnnly. 
In line manicuring salons they al- 
ways massage hands with a softening 
lotion after tho manicure. Do this 
at home, and always use such a lo- 
tion after Immersing hands In water. 
The fastidious woman abo keeps a 
non-greasy hand cream to use at least 
once a day. 

Hero are some Important don'ts 
about hand care: (1) Never have 
cuticle around nail cut closely. (2j 
Never file nails deep down at sides. 
(3) Diu't scrape under sensitive nail 
tip with a steel Instrument. (4)
